The excise duty on whiskey and other 
liquors manufactured in Canada, is a large 
source of our revenue; but, as excise duties 
are troublesome and expensive of collection, 
it might be better to raise the revenue more 
simply by placing a duty on corn and other 
course grains imported from the United 
States for Home consumption; this would 
give an incidental protection to our farmers 


tliey at i ea derive from’ the treaty; and 
so with Tobacco, 

We raise an abundance of Pork in Oun- 
ada to supply our own wants. The greater 
part of what is raised in the Western part 
of Cunada is exported in carcass to the 
United States, while about an equal quan- 
tity is imported from Chicago and Milwau- 
keo us Mess Pork; the American packers 
thus getting the profit of packing both what 
we raise and their own. A moderate duty 
imposed on all Pork products, would give 
our fu>mers a better market than at present 
and would help our own packing establish- 
ments, 

The Lumboring interests would not suf- 
fer by the abrogation of the treaty, The 
pin jrivs in Western Canada being almost 
worn out, nearly all'the lumber used on 
the Western. frontier is imported from Mi- 
chigan. Our best lumber districts, how 
ever, are so much nearer the great markets 
of Western and Central New York, &o., 
than are those of Maine, that no duty likely 
to be imposed -would prevent us3frem com- 
peting successfully in their warkets; in 
which case the duty would be borne by the 
consumer, while our dealers would get as 
much as before. 

The abrogation of the treaty would put 
an end to the right of the Americans to the 
free navigation of the St. Lawrence, and 
would cause the carrying trade from the 
Great West to Monat and the direct 
trade from Chicago, &o. to Europe, now in 
its infancy, but promising such immense re- 
sults tor the future, to be done entircly by 
Cunudiun aud British vessels; thus giving 
* great impetus to our shippuilding inter: 
eats, which have languished since the adop- 
tion of the treaty.

The mon- 
ey was not forthooming, however, and Fish- 
er did not vote at all; and #s he could not 

‘et his money by any other process, he sued 
for it, and got judgment at the last King- 
ston Assizes, the verdict being for 2553. 
Application was made for a now trial, but 
it was refused, the Court discharged the 
Rule, and confirmed the verdict of the 
Kingston Jury. 

The worst feature, however, of the affair 
is yet to come. At the nomination Hon. 
John A. stated on the hustings, that his 
client, Kisher, was making a disturbance 

‘because he went to his [Macdonald's] 
cominittee and demanded £30 to yote a- 
gainst Mr. Mowat"; representing that 
Fisher was creating the disturbance because 
this bribe of £50 was refused him; when, 
in truth, he hud merely made a condition- 
a] offer to vote for John A. for the purpose 
of yetting ont of his clutches £50 of his 
own money, and tho promise of the balance 
in a month!

The Times says the steamship Fullon 
from Port Royal on Wednesday last, arriy- 
ed here at a an hour last night, bringing 
information of a sad reverse to ovr expodi- 
tion under Gen, Seymour iu Fiorida. We 
are unable to give details because after the 
Fulton had put out into the bay, she was 
boarded by the Provost Marshall and two 
men with orders frou, Gen. Gilmore to de- 
prive the passengers of all private letters on 
their persons. 

To a passenger by the Fulton we aro in- 
debted for the following main facts of the 
battle: On the afternoon of the 20th, our 
troops under Gen, Seymour met the enomy 
15,000 strong, 15 miles beyond Sanderson, 
on the line of the Jacksonville and Tala- 
hasse railroad. The battle was desperate 
ly fought during three hours, and at sunset, 
our forces, overpowered by numbers’ re- 
treated to Eaadiresa, taking with them 
tho greater part of the wounded. The 
7th Conneotiout, 7th Now Hampshire, 40th 
Massachusetts, 48th and 150th Now York, 
and 8th United States were engaged. Ooi, 
Frivley of tho 8th United States was Jefe 
dead on the field. Col. Reed, a Hui an 
officer, was mortally wonnded, All the of.

THE AMERICAN WAR. 


Washington, March 3. 

A note from the Army of the Potomac, 
dated 9.30 o'elock this morning, says thut 
messengers have come through from Kil- 
patrick, whom they left some ten miles 
south of Hanover Junction on W ednesday 
morning. The command had most thor. 
oughly and effectually destroyed the Vir 
ginia Central railroad from Beaver Dom to 
Hanover Junction, xod the Richmond avd 
Fredericksburg railroad from the Mattapan 
Bridge to the Pamunky river, The ontire 
distance destroyed being over 40 miles.— 
There bad been some skirmishing during 
the advanoe, but it was confined mostly to 
the right tlaok of Kilpatrick's command, 
As Hampton's cavalry ure known to be re- 
ocoupying the couatry west of the lino of 
march taken by our cavalry, it is probable 
that this is the ouly rebel force that has 
been enyaged. 

Ir the spoilation upon the lines of the 
two rouds is as complete as represented, Leo 
will be compelled to move his army from
